A regulated area 
is established to include all waters of 
the Detroit River, Detroit, Michigan, 
bounded on the south by the Inter-
national boundary, on the west by 
083°03′ W, on the east by 083°02′ W, and 
on the north by the U.S. shoreline 
(DATUM: NAD 83). This position is lo-
cated on the Detroit River in front of 
Hart Plaza, Detroit, MI.

§ 100.1101 Southern California annual 
marine events. 

(a) Special local regulations will be 
established for the events listed in 
Table 1. Further information on exact 
dates, times, details concerning the 
number and type of participants and an 
exact geographical description of the 
areas are published by the Eleventh 
Coast Guard District in the Local No-
tice to Mariners at least 20 days prior 
to each event. To be placed on the

(b) Special local regulations. All per-
sons and/or vessels not registered with 
the sponsor as participants or official 
patrol vessels are considered spec-
tators. The ‘‘official patrol’’ consists of 
any Coast Guard, public, state or local 
law enforcement and/or sponsor pro-
vided vessels assigned and/or approved, 
by Commander, Eleventh Coast Guard 
District to patrol each event. 

(1) No spectators shall anchor, block, 
loiter in, or impede the through transit 
of participants or official patrol vessels 
in the regulated area during the effec-
tive dates and times, unless cleared for 
such entry by or through an official pa-
trol vessel. 

(2) When hailed and/or signaled by an 
official patrol vessel, a spectator shall 
come to an immediate stop. Vessels 
shall comply with all directions given, 
failure to do so may result in a cita-
tion. 

(3) The Patrol Commander is empow-
ered to forbid and control the move-
ment of all vessels in the regulated 
area. The Patrol Commander shall be 
designated by the Commander, Elev-
enth Coast Guard District, and as his 
or her representative may terminate 
the event at any time it is deemed nec-
essary for the protection of life and 
property. He or she may be reached on 
VHF Channel 16 (156.8 MHz) when re-
quired, by the call sign ‘‘PATCOM’’.
